Paris, Jan. 13.—In the supreme coun- 


cil today 
Hugh C. £V. Wallace, 
the 


American ambassador, raised the ques- 
tion whether the council intended to 
maintain the per centagcs previously 
adopted for the distribution among the 
allied and associated powers of the war- 
ship tonnage to oe given up by Ger- 
many. 


Receiving an answer in the affirma- 


tive, Ambassador Wallace informed the' 
council that the United Statees in that 
case, waived its claim to any part of 
this tonnage. 


Serious consideration was given by 
the supreme council this morning to A 
plnn for the appointment of a commit- 
tee of ambassadors to complete the de- 
tails for the, presentation and signing 
of the Hungary peace treaty and to 
carry through the oilier unfinished 
business of the peace conference. The 
decision, however, was left to the heads 
of ^ the governments of the principal 
poyrers. 
The necessity for the return home of 


the Italian and British members of the 
council was advanced as the reason 
why another organization should be 'ere 
ated. It is thought that the premiers 
now taking part in the conferences 
here—Clemenceau, Lloyd George and 
Nitti—will approve of the idea of cre- 
ating the committee of ambassadors as 
many questions likely to come up in 
future in connection with the execu- 
tion of the various peace treaties will 
be diplomatic questions as well as peace 
problems.

Whether Hugh C. Wallace, the Amer- 
ican ambassador, would be a member 
of the proposed committee has -not been 
determined. 
The -council 
today made a slight 


modification in the draft of the Hun- 
garian treaty, dealing with the furnish- 
ing' of coal by Hungary to Poland and 
Czecho-Slovakia. The document now is 
considered finally shaped. It already is 
in the printer's hands and probably will 
be ready for delivery before the end of 
the week. 
The council decided that publication 
of'all acts-of the peace conference be 
made in French by the French govern- 
ment and in English byHhe British. 
The subject of the demand by Tur- 
key for a decision regarding the pro- 
hibition of business relations between 
her and the central powers was taken 
up and it was decided that German 
good* might be sent to Turkey, but 
only through third parties 
This probably was the last meeting 
of the supreme council, as at present 
organized. It Is not scheduled to meet 
again unless the premiers delay action 
on the proposed ambassadorial com- 
mittee.

Washington. Jan. 13.—The first meet- 


ing the League of Nations will be held 
in Paris Friday 
beginning at 10:30 
o'clock in the morning. The call for 
ttte assembly, which went out late yes- 
terday, was issued in accordance with 
the terms of the Versailles treaty by 
President Wilson, whom the 
treaty 
makers designated for that duty.

went to the ambassadors of the entente 
nations which have ratified the treaty 
and will not be made public until it 
baa been received from them by their 
govenmentfl.

The most important business to come 
before the initial meeting of the coun- 
cil will be that of settling up the vari- 
ous commissions upon which will de- 
velop* the task of carrying out certain 
provisions of the treaty.

Coal Gas as Automobile Fuel. 


In the coarse of the world war many 


•vehicles were operated In Eng- 
with coal gas because of the 


scarcity of gasoline. The gas was con- 
tafnM in collapsible bags made of rub- 
berised balloon fabric. At present, 
however, compressed gas In steel cylin- 
ders is being tried. It Is stated that 
the gas is forced In to pressures as 
high as 2£50 pounds per square inch. 
Vbe cost of compression to stated to 
vary Between 40 and 75 cents per 1,000 
cable feet of free gas, and the cost as 
fuel In the engine Is equivalent to a 
cost of 12 cents per gallon on the llqnld 
fuel repUiced.—Scientific American.

It la 
the belief. s«ys the Scientific Amerl 
can, that converting grapes Into sirup 
instead of wine will double the value 
of the fruit. * The estimated value of 
the crop of 259.000 ton* of wine 
grapes, grown annually, la fotlr million 
dollars ; if the crop la made Into alrup, 
It should have a value of eight (Billion 
dollars. 


While the experts at the agricultural 


college have heen working on the prob- 
lem, an 
Independent 
ehemlrt and 


grape expert has succeeded In produc- 
ing a alrup from grapes ,that meets 
all the requirements of "a commercial 
product According to figures that he 
submits, 
his method 
will 
produce 


sirup at a cost that Is slightly lower 
than that of the other method. 


One of the Interesting side* of the 


question Is the plan recommended- by 
the university that all grape growers. 
wineries aod sugar factories co-oper- 
ate next year In the Interests of all 
those Industries, ft proposes that the 
wineries purchase the grapes of the 
vintage of 1910. and extract and store 
the estimated fifty, million gallons of 
Juice.' that the larger sugar factories 
receive, the juice and concentrate -it. 
and that 'they ship the sirup to the 
canneries for use In 1020. 


The university ,has discovered a 


simple and inexpensive process of 
treating the juice tbat will prevent 
fermentation for a year. -If necessary. 
The chemists say that the sirup can be 
used in place of sugar in preserving 
some of the fruits, and can be mixed 
with sugar in preserving other*.

Plea for Poor Relief. 


Editor of the Advocate:— During past 
years as far back as I have either 
knowledge or recollection the county 
commissioners and the infirmary direc- 
tors before them have given a certain 
measure of what is known as "outside 
relief" to indigent persons and fami- 
lies, believing that such a policy was 
much more humane and less expensive 
^besides than the taking of all indigent 
adults to the Infirmary and their chil- 
dren to the county home. 


But the present legislature at its 
session in 1919 passed a law prohibit- 
ing this outside relief on the part of 
county commissioners and requiring all. 
county cases to be placed in the in- 
firmary, and at the same time provid- 
ing that in all cities within the terri- 
tory of any township outside relief 
should be furnished by the municipal 
authorities instead 
of the township 
trustees 
But since the city of Newark has no; 
poor fund and, has made no levy for 
one and tne township has such a fund 
on hand and has made such a levy 
for 192"0, the township trustees have 
been advised by both the county prose- 
cutor and the board of state charities 
that their only proper course is to con- 
tinue the dispensing of this fund as 
heretofore until the city obtains a fund 
for this purpose in 1921. 
, 
It would certainly seem to me that 
since the commissioners have made a.' 
poor fund levy for 1920 under the for-. 
mer Jaw. it would be just ap proper for 
them to continue this outside relief 
until the city obtains a relief fund as 
it is for the township trustees to do so. 
However, the county auditor thinks 


otherwise, and has taken 
his stand 
against paying any more bills of the 
commissioners for outside relief, and 
the commissioners 
have 
sought 
to 
transfer all their cases to the township 
trustees, but the trustees, very proper- 
ly, as I think, have declined to assume 
this burden and responsibility, claim- 
ing that the commissioners have" as 
good a right to use their fund for this 
purpose as we have. Besides our fund 
is not sufficient for this purpose- 
Meantime this relief in some forty or 
more cases, widows and orphans in- 
cluded, in this middle of the winter. 
season mind you, has been summarily 
discontinued, and unless sweet charity 
intervenes, 
there will be no small 
amount of both physical and mental 
suffering — in truth, it has already be- 
gun. Also many families will have to 
be broken up, and the population of 
both the infirmary and the children's 
home will be greatly increased, saying 
nothing about the increased expense to 
the county. And God only knows what 
will be the fate of the faithful mothers 
who will have to crucify their very 
souls by surrendering 
the 
children 
they have borne In order to save them 
from freezing 
and 
starving. 
From 


which tragedy of tragedies. Good Lord 
deliver us! 
Wherefore, 
O men 
and women of 


Newark, let us not sin against Heaven 
and wrong our own souls by permitting 
such a. tragedy to be enacted in this 
beginning of the year of grace 1920. 
Let us not count these children of the 
poor a burden to society • but rather 
an invaluable asset, and instead of re- 
garding the mothers who are toiling 
ami struggling in many cases beyond 
their strength and vitality, to furnish 
them with food and clothing as social 
pan.ib<!. let us honor and rennoct them 
as public servants of the highest order. 
And l«t us hasten to their relief — and 
s'jp|x»rt — even as we would histen to 
the ix-Jief of sick and wounded soldiers 
on th«- battlefield!
